Sept. 2.—The rep ort of 
the special grand jury on the lynching 
of Carl M. Btherington, an Anti-Saloon 
League detective, on July 8 last, has 
been presented.

indictments,

which twenty-five were for first degree 
m urder, twenty-one for rioting, ten for 
assault and b.. tery, and ten for per­ 
jury. 
Form er Sheriff William Link e of 
Lick ing county, former Mayor Herbert 
Atherton of Newark , and former Chief 
of Police Zetgeblel are held to blame 
for the lynching. 
They could have 
p revented it. in the opinion of the 
¿rand jury, had they done their duty. 
The sheriff is said to have “cowardly 
deserted his post": the m a\or to have 
gone to bed at home, and the chief of 
police to have gone to a 
nearby saloon 
to play cards. 
Responsibility is also 
lodged with the pe*ople. for the report 
says that had they elected competent 
officials the lynching would not have 
occurred.

HOKE SMITH CARRIED 


THE DAY IN GEORGIA 


The Brown Faction Was Not 


Permitied a Look-In. 


Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 2.—Ex -Governor 
Hoke Smith was yesterday afternoon 
nominated to succeed Governor Jcseph 
M. Brown, by whom Smith was de­ 
feated two years ago, and also in­ 
dorsed for president of the United 
States in 1912, the concluding para­ 
graph of the platform declaring him 
fitted for the duties of that high office. 
The Georgia Democracy is pledged to 
use its best efforts to secure the Dem­ 
ocratic 
presidential 
nomination 
for 
Smith in 1912. 
The platform is ex ­ 
trem ely progressive. It indorses all of 
the reform m easures secured by Smith 
during his adm inistration as governor 
and demands further restrictions on 
corporations, especially as to curbing 
their activities in a political way. 
Of 368 votes, 233 were for Smith and 
235 for Brown. The Smith men used 
the steam roller and gave the minority 
no recognition. Representative Joseph 
Hill Hall, a Brown leader, was hooted 
out of the hall when he tried to ask 
for a minority representation on the 
platform committee, and Senator Grif­ 
fith was likewise hooted from the hall 
when he tried to 
place Governor 
Brown in nomination. 
Nearly all the Brown leaders left 
the hall and on roll call half of the 
Browrn counties refused to vote. 
The 
entire party machinery was taken over 
by the Smith men, not a Brown sup­ 
porter being left of the ex ecutive com­ 
mittee. 
The Smith leaders say they 
only followed the precedent set by the 
Brown faction two years ago.
